Consolidation, acquired coal i 
leases for the 50,000 acres, it N* 
is understood, from Crate Rice ' 
and James Trimble of Paints- 
ville, who leased considerable 
acreage in Morgan last year for 
both oil and minerals. Addit¬ 
ionally. the company acquired 
Lee Clay Products’ siding, load¬ 
ing equipment and crushing 
plant at Clearfield, and rights 
to use its old railway rights-of- 
way in Rowan and Morgan. 

However, state and county 
rural roads use most of the 
right-of-way, and the mining 
company will be required to 
maintain these public roads, it 
is presumed. 

Ranier’s firm is moving giant 
earth-moving equipment info 
Morgan for the work, and more 
is yet to be brought in, it is 
understood. 

Work of bulldozing and fac¬ 
ing-up coal seams atop the long 
ridges from Mordicae eastward 
has been in progress for some 
weeks. Persons who have seen 
the “facings” say the coal is. 
from 9 to 11 feet thick under | Knox at 5,000

Morgan county’s ASCS com 
mittee 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. — Burley 
tobacco farmers will vote May 
4 whether to accept poundage 
quota controls or no price sup- 
oort program at all. 

The bill establishing the 
noundage system hasn't been 
signed by President Nixon yet, 
but would be effective Friday 
without his signature unless he 
vetoes the measure or signs it 
sooner. 

The bill limits the pounds of 
leaf a farmer can grow as op- 
i>osed to the old program of 
limiting acreage for hurley pro¬ 
duction. To become effective 
the poundage program must be 
approved by two-thirds of the 
growers in the eight-state bur- 
ley belt May 4. 

Agriculture Department of¬ 
ficials were in Louisville Mon¬ 
day to explain the new pro¬ 
gram to hurley tobacco organ¬ 
ization leaders and ASCS com¬ 
mittee members from eight 
states. 

One of the USDA officials 
said his agency was not as¬ 
suming the bill would be sign¬ 
ed, but wanted “to educate 
farmers about the plan in the 
event it becomes law.” 

The new production controls 
stems from general agreement 
that the acreage nroeram did 


is planning a series 
of community meetings thro¬ 
ughout the county to acquaint 
burley farmers with provisions 
of the proposed new pound¬ 
age conitrol program, and to 
urge them to vote in the re¬ 
ferendum May 4. 

At least one meeting will 
be held in each of the county's 
seven ASCS communities, the 
local office said thi s week. 

However, the dates and 
places for the seven meetings 
have not yet been worked out. 
They will be announced as 
soon as they are decided upon 

The referendum will be 
conducted in the regular vot¬ 
ing places of the county. The 
seven ASCS communities gen¬ 
erally correspond geographi¬ 
cally with the seven political 
voting precinqts, it was ex¬ 
plained. 

Voting will be supervised 
by tlhe community committee 
of each ASCS community. 

Iljhe series of Community 
meetings is being programm¬ 
ed in order to explain all de¬ 
tail*; of the plroposed new 
poundage control program, 
and to ’urge all farmers to 
take part in the voting on 
May 4. 

A two-thirds majority of the 
farmers voting i s required to 
adopt the plan. 

The local ASCS office al¬ 
ready has been supplied with 
ballots to conduct the referen¬ 
dum, and farm poundage 
quota for each farmer will be 
mailed to the farmer April 
21 or soon thereafter 


Massive earth moving equip 
ment has been moved into Mor 
pan county by the newly-organ¬ 
ized East Kentucky Construe 
tion and Mining Co., of Pres 
tonsburg which has a contract 
with Consolidated Coal Corpor 
ation to mine and transport 
coal on about 50,000 acres in 
northern Morgan county be¬ 
tween the waters of Elkfork and 
Wells Creek in southern Elliott. 

At present the equipment is 
being used to rebuild sectors 
of roads along the right-of-way 
of the old Morehead and North 
Fork Railway from Craney at 
the Rowan county line to Red- 
wine, and to build a road from 
Redwine up hill to get on top 
of the long ridges where a coal 
seam of from 8 to 11 feet thick 
will be strip-mined along the 
ridge tops for about seven or 
eight miles, eastward. 

The mining company, headed 
by Harry B. Ranier of Allen, re¬ 
portedly has acquired the C & O 
siding of Lee Clay Products 
Corp. at Clearfield (near More- 
head) and will transport the 
coal via trucks to Clearfield 
where it will be crushed in the 
crushing plant formerly used 
by Lee Clay Products, then 
loaded on cars on the C & O 
for Consolidation Coal Corp 

Consolidation, one of the two 
largest coal corporations in this 
area, was acquired recently by 
Continential Oil, one of the big 
three oil companies of the 
world. 

East Kentucky Construction 
and Mining Co., Inc. was in¬ 
corporated a few weeks ago by 
Mr. Ranier and others to con¬ 
duct “mining business, construct 
and operated railways, tram¬ 
ways, and haulways for mining 
and moving of coal.” The firm 
is capitalized at $50,000. 

From Redwine, the company 
will haul coal over the state 
rural highway down North Fork, 
crossing KY-7 at Wrigley, and 
on down North Fork to the 
Rowan line at Craney, thence 
through the tunnel to Paragon 
and up the Lick Fork road to 
Clearfield. 

By building a three-mile sec¬ 
tor from Leisure to Craney and 
making use of the old railway 
bridge across Minor Branch, 
hauling distance from Redwinc 
to Clearfield will be cut to ab¬ 
out 22 miles. 

Heavy equipment is now at 
work building the three-mile 
sector from Leisure to Craney 
along the old railway right-of- 
way, and also widening the road 
from Leisure up North Fork. 
The railroad bridge, long out 
of use at Craney, has steel gir¬ 
ders that will accomodate the 
hugh coal trucks. However, the 
bridge is to be re-floored. 

From Wrigley to Redwine two 
small bridges on the present 
rural road arc to be rebuilt so 
they will accommodate the 
heavy coal trucks, Mr. Ranier 
told Judge Gene Allen. 

Judge Allen also said the 
firm will build a road from 
Redwine over the hill to con¬ 
nect with the Straight Creek 
road. The firm will use the 
road from the ridge top down 
to Redwine to transport its coal 
from strip-mining operations a- 
long the ridges six to eight mil- 




Plans were tentatively work j 
ed out last Wednesday in West 
Liberty for a fund-raising fish 
fry for the Combs for governor 
campaign.

However the gas flow was 
not tested fianlly because work¬ 
ers had to seal off the hole at 
about 5,000 feet in order to 
fracture the oil pay in the Knox. 

The second frack job was 
completed Monday and by 
Tuesday crews were swabbing 
out oil and water at about the 
rate of eight barrels an hour— 
a mixture of five barrels of oil 
and three of water Mr. Strick¬ 
land said. 

Crews went back Tuesday 
night and acidized the Knox 
using 20,000 gallons

City Service has obtained 
about 500 acres of leases on 
Ferguson Branch which paral¬ 
lels Doc Ison Greek about a 
mile to the east, and is having 
the boundaries surveyed pre¬ 
paratory to drilling, it was 
learned his week. City Service 
acquired the lease from Petro 
leum Exploration which had 
leased it from Willie Fergu- 
son. Reports are heard that 
Ciify Service plans to make 
location for a well almost im¬ 
mediately, about a mile east 
of Monitor Petroleum’s deep- 
test on Doc Ison Creek. 


ASCS, Homer Yonts, said bal¬ 
lots for the referendum now 
are ready in county offices and 
that farm poundage quotas al 
ready have been computed 
These will be mailed to farmers 
April 21 if the bill is signed, 
he said. 

Poundage quotas for this 
year’s crop are being computed 
on the average four highest 
vields of the past five years. 
No quota can be based on a 
yield exceeding 3,500 pounds 
per acre. 

While the national marketing 
quota has yet to be set this 
year by the secretary of agri¬ 
culture, many tobaccomcn pre¬ 
dict growers will take the max¬ 
imum 5 per cent poundage cut 
in 1971. 

For the 1972 marketing year, 
a 5 per cent cut of the 1971 
quotas is expected for farmers 
whose allotment exceeded one- 
half acre under the old pro¬ 
gram. 

Under the poundage propos¬ 
al, farmers whose acreage al¬ 
lotments are now a half acre 
or less will receive quota cuts 
of no more than 2 \<z percent in 
1972 and 1973. Allotments of 
half acre or less are protected

The deep-test is on the farm 
of Fred Ison on Doc Ison 
Creek, and was drilled on a 
farm-out agreement with Ash¬ 
land Ool, Pennzoil and Sun. It 
is Monitor’s second deep-test 
in Eastern Kentucky. Monitor 
iast year drilled a 9,670 foot 
well at Stephens in eavstern 
Knox also is producing a big 
flow of gas, possibly two million 
feet, Strickland said. 

At 10 barrels an hour, the 
well possibly is a 200 to 250 
barrel a day producer. 

Accurate tests cannot be 
made for another three or four 
days, but Strickland is expect¬ 
ing at least a 250 barrel well. 
“And there’s a good chance it 
will be even bigger,” he said. 

Ashland Oil had only one 220 
barrel tank at the well, and 
Strickland was staying at the 
well Wednesday night so he 
could cut off the flow when the 
tank filled. 

“The flow of oil and gas is 
rocking the line leading to the 
tank, and jerking it a lot,” 
Strickland said. 

He said trucks would bring 
in three or four mere tanks to¬ 
day (Thursday) to collect the 
oil. 

The Knox is between 4,900 
and 5.000 feet deep. It was the 
second fracture job in the well. 
Halliburton had frackcd the 
basal sands at about 10,000 feet 
two weeks ago, where consider¬ 
able gas was struck.

His 
Dad’s DAV Flag would go 
marching by. 

My Daddy worried quite «i 
lot, for his pension didn't go 
fair enough, and he missed 
meals, so my brothers, sisters 
and I could eat our fill. And 
will hand my Mother a folded 
Flag of our country, and we 
will keep it forever as a me¬ 
mory of my Daddy and the 
best pal I ever had. 

And with these few words. 

I close mg letter to you, Uncle 
Sam, I hope you understand. 

At the cemetery, the lad 
asked the soldier, “Do you 
think the Lord has room up in 
heaven for my best pal, my 
Dad?” 

“Yes, son, He most certainly 
has.” The veteran choked with 
grief for this lad of ten. He 
bugged him, wiped the tears of 
grief from his eyes, and patted 
him on the back in a\n effort 
to give him assurance that 
God would take care of his 
Dad, his pal. 

When he gently released the 
lad, he dashed away to the 
car, turned and waved good¬ 
bye to the soldier and to his 
Dad.

LEXINGTON, Ky. — Recent 
snows and rains have kept 
Kentucky fields soft and damp, 
thus delaying the application of 
fertilizer for the coming grow¬ 
ing season. 

According to Dr. Kenneth 
Wells, soils specialist for the 
University of Kentucky College 
of Agriculture, this delay in 
fertilizing may force the state's 
farmers into a bind. 

“If too many farmers post¬ 
pone fertilizer deliveries until 
planting time, a critical supply 
problem could develop,” Wells 
said. 

He explained that transporta-! 
tion and storage facilities avail¬ 
able to the fertilizer industry 
will not permit dealers to hand-1 
le in a week or ten days the 


large volume of orders usually 
placed in a 30 to 40 day period. 

“If farmers continue to post¬ 
pone ordering, some may find 
it necessary to delay planting 
or put crops in withut adequate 
fertilization,” Dr. Wells said. In 
either case, both yield and net 
returns will be reduced. 

According to Dr. Wells, a 
spokesman for the Kentucky 
Plant Food Council, which rep- 
recenlly said the bind can be 
resents the fertilizer industry, 
orders and accept deliveries as 
avoided if farmers will place 
far ahead of planting time as 
possible. 

“If this doesn't happen,” Dr. 
Wells explained, “some farmers 
may not get fertiliser when they 
want and need it.”

Meant $65,253,875 
To County’s Economy 

Burley tobacco production :n 
Morgan County over the last 
five years has given growers 
here income totaling $13,050,775 
and has been worth five times 
that amount to the county's ec¬ 
onomy. 

The figure, compiled from 
Kentucky ASC records, was re¬ 
ported by the Burley Tobacco 
Growers Cooperative Associa¬ 
tion and the Council for Burley 
Tobacco to show the importance 
of hurley production in Mor¬ 
gan County — both to the coun¬ 
ty's farmers and to its bus¬ 
iness interests. 

University of Kentucky agri 
culture economists note that 
each such farm-produced dol¬ 
lar multiplies in the county's 
economy five times before it dis 
appears — which in the last 
five years, would reflect an 
economic, money-circulation fac¬ 
tor of $65,253,875.

“The importance of price sup 
ports on burley tobacco can 
readily be seen, and price sup¬ 
ports — in order to keep them

duction," John M. Berry, pre¬ 
sident of the Burley Tobacco 
Growers Cooperative Associa¬ 
tion, said. The Burley Co-Op 
administers the price support 
program in Kentucky and four 
other states. 

“The over-riding considera¬ 
tion,” Berry said, “in all of 
the efforts to change the bur¬ 
ley program was the fact that 
we must preserve the price 
support system to the lasting 
benefit of all growers.”

NO JUNKED CAR 
BOUNTY OFFERED 


WASHINGTON — If anybody 
in Appalachia is saving junked 
cars in hopes of collecting a 
bounty, forget it. 

That’s the word from Donald 
W. Whitehead, federal co-chair¬ 
man of the Appalachian Reg¬ 
ional Commission, who once 
suggested before a Congress¬ 
ional committee that a $L r > 
bounty be paid for old cars. 

But he said some residents of 
the 13-state Appalachia region 
have apparently jumped to the 
conclusion that such a plan is 
in the offing and are hoarding 
junked cars. 

Whitehead emphasized, how¬ 
ever, that it’s unlikely any such 
bounty would be offered. In 
any case, he said, if a reward 
system for old cars were estab¬ 
lished it would probably not be 
done with Appalachian Region¬ 
al Commission funds. 

A bounty is only one of sev¬ 
eral staff suggestions for elim¬ 
inating the junked car problem 
in Appalachia, Whitehead not¬ 
ed, others being shredding, 
bailing and portable flattners.

“Are you in favor of market¬ 
ing quotas for burley tobacco 
for the three marketing years 
beginning October 1, 1971?” 

That is the question which 
will be presented to burley 
growers in a referendum to be 
held within the next few weeks. 

But the question really does¬ 
n’t tell the whole story, nor do¬ 
es it indicate the real choice 
to be made by growers. 

The real choice is (a) whet¬ 
her to continue price supports 
and production control for bur¬ 
ley, or (b) to abolish the total 
price support- production con¬ 
trol program. 

If two-thirds of the growers 
voting in the referendum vote 
“Yes”, price supports for bur¬ 
ley will be in effect for 1971, 
1972 and 1973 and production 
control 


imum reductions — if reduc¬ 
tions are needed — for small 
growers (those who had allot¬ 
ments of one-half acre or less 
under the acreage system) can¬ 
not exceed 2 x k percent. 

The advantages of the new 
program, and the desirability of 
a “Yes” vote, are clear. 

The alternatives— the death 
of price supports and produc¬ 
tion control — could wreck 
havoc in the burley market. 
Production could skyrocket with¬ 
out production control, and 
without price support prices 
could take a nose dive. 

The question to decided in 
the referendum indeed goes be¬ 
yond whether farmers favor 
marketing quotas for the next 
three years. 

The question goes directly to 
the pocketbook of every bur¬ 
ley farmer, and to the heart 
of Kentucky’s economy. 

It is no exaggeration to say 
the future of burley tobacco, 
and of the farmers who raise 
it, is hanging in the balance.

“Many folks have the mistak¬ 
en idea that they must wait 
four to six months before filing 
for disability,” said Thomas 
B. Thompson, district manager 
of the Ashland social security 
office. This erroneous notion 
sprang from an incomplete un 
derstanding of two basic re¬ 
quirements: One, that a person 
must supply current medical 
evidence four or more months 
after the disability occurred; 
two, that no payment can be 
made for the first six months 
of disability. 

“Actually, it helps to file 
immediately after becoming 
disabled,” Thompson went or. 
to say. In this way all of the 
requirements are carefully ex¬ 
plained and there is sufficient 
time to meet these requirements 
without holding up benefits. 
Payments can then be made 
promptly without the late fil¬ 
er’s hangup caused by delay in 
obtaining essential evndence.
